The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant application 
claims and discloses a headlight apparatus with a lighting element, a connector base in an 
aperture formed in lighting element, connector base has a set of terminals that make contact with 
a set of electrical contact zones of a complementary module, each electrical contact zone is 
disposed on a surface portion of an electronic printed circuit of complementary module to be 
directly accessible for corresponding terminal. 

The combination of limitations claimed is not found or suggested in the prior art of record except 
for USPN 7,172,316 for which the terminal disclaimer has been filed and approved.
